Olds Hospital Debenture 
Loan Turned Down. 


A committee of the Olds town 
council motored to Edmonton on 
Thursday last to interview the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners and 
the Provincial Treasurer, regarding 
the borrowing of 830,000.00 for the 
building of a new hospital at Olds, 

It ig necessary to secure the ap- 
proval of the Provincial government 
before application can be made tothe 
Federal government for the loan of | 
this money, which ie available for 
certain projects at 2 per cent. inter- 
est per annum. 


It was pointed out to the delega- 
tion that the town of Olds expected 
to borrow the $380,000 and then 
turn it over tothe Hospital Board to 
spend in building a new hospital. 
This appears contrary to the Munici- 
pal Improvemente Assistance Act, 
whereby the town does not control 
spending of eums borrowed from the 
Dominion government. It was also 
pointed out that the town of Olds 
could not legally give security on the 
revenue from the hospital and that 
the hospital board did not have the 
authority under the agreement be- 
tween the municipal districts of 
Westerdale, Mountain View and the 
town of Olds, as passed by the pro- 
vincial legielature 

Money can only be loaned for self- 
liqaidating projects,and the Govern- 
ment requires security on revenue of 
the project. 

For this reason the attorney- 
general’s department in Edmonton 
stated that they could not approve 
of the application as being within 
the scope of the Act. 

Didsbury is ia the tame position 
as Olds in regard to borrowing 
money for building a hospital, and 
the town secretary received the same 
decision from the Government some 
months ago.

War Died In 1935 | 


| The London correspondent of the | 
' Ottawa Journal says: | 

Now it has come to another Euro- | 
pean show-down, “Room 40" will 
have to be reconditioned. That was | 
the untheatrical little apartment off 
where, during the last 
Great War, all enemy secret mes- 
sages were patiently decoded by one 
of the most amazing staffs ever as- 
sembled. To the brilliant scholarship 
indefatigable research of the! 
queer assortment of incongruous per- | 
sonalities who worked in “Room 40" | 
the Allies owed more than they ever 
knew. 

Unhappily the presiding genius of 
“Room 40" is no longer available. 
Sir Alfred Ewing, a Scot of Scots 
born in Dundee in 1855, was the in- 
spiration behind ‘Room 40", His dis- 
tinguished academic career took him 
to Cambridge as engineering profes- 
sor before the Admiralty got to know 
about him, and promptly 
mandeered his services. 

He died four years ago, and it is 
a coincidence that his biography has 
just been published under the title 
“The Man of Room 40", From it we 
learn how this Scots university Don 
first took up decoding. As a young 
man he was cable-laying off the coast 
of Uruguay, and tried to 
messages mutilated by a care- 
less transmitter, That accident play- 
ed its part in the Great War,
